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WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense 
Department officials failed to conduct 
a thorough investigation of whether 
any U.S. servicemen violated military 
law while they were prisoners of war in 
North Vietnam, a special Pentagon 
committee charges. 
“The investigations were minimal 
and 
the 
rationale 
supporting 
dismissal” of charges that some 
former POWs brought against others 
in 1973 “was very weak,” the Defense 
Review Committee said. 
It 
strongly suggested that this 
resulted from policy guidance from 
high officials in the Defense Depart­ 
ment at that time. 
Melvin R. Laird was defense 
secretary while preparations were 
made and policies drafted for the 
expected freeing of the Americans 
held 
as 
war 
prisoners. 
Elliot 
Richardson succeeded I^aird and was 
in office when Hanoi released 566 
POWs four years ago. 
The report gave the first official 
voice to bitter criticism expressed at 
the time by senior POWs, some of 


whom tried unsuccessfully to get the 
armed services to prosecute nine 
form er 
prisoners 
for 
allegedly 
cooperating with the North Viet­ 
namese. 
The 11-member civilian-m ilitary 
committee, which included four for­ 
mer POWs, addressed this question in 
a report recommending changes in the 
22-year-old Military Code of Conduct. 
The changes would make it clear 
that U.S. servicemen could give 
captors more information than name, 
rank, service number and birth date, 
but only after reaching the limits of 
their ability to resist torture or other 
severe duress. 
A copy of the report, completed rn 
November and left over for the Carter 
administration to consider, became 
available over the weekend. 
The code is a .standard of conduct 
expected of all U.S. servicemen. It is 
not a law. However, the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice (UCMJ) is a 
parallel law and it provides penalties 
for

violations. 
Japanese POW 
Chief Has Reunion 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Rokuro 
Tomibe, World War II civilian com­ 
mandant of a Japanese prisoner of war 
camp, came to San Francisco for a 
tearful reunion with his former cap­ 
tives. 
On Sunday night, 32 years had 
passed since Tomibe, of Kyoto, Japan, 
last saw many of the 200 people who 
gathered for a reunion at the Officers’ 
Gub at the Presidio. Tomibe flew in 
after learning of their get-together. 
The years had not only wrinkled the 
smiling faces, but had also changed 
attitudes. 
“ Reconciliation, th a t’s the key 
word,” said the Rev. Robert Sheridan. 
As many as 500 American civilians 
— most of them missionaries or 
businessmen — were imprisoned from 
1941 to 1945 at Bilibid Prison in Manila. 
Father Sheridan, a 76-year-old 
Roman Catholic priest from New 
York, was one of the key organizers of 
the reunion. “This reunion is really 
something very special,” he said. 
“You can't fight all your life.” 
As Tomibe walked into the club 


Sunday, he rushed toward a woman 
near the entrance, kissing and em­ 
bracing her. 


“He remembered my name,” said 
Ann Miller Depewe of Palo Alto, Calif. 
Mrs. Depewe said she was a 15-year- 
old school girl when imprisoned in The 
Philippines. 
Tomibe, who apologized for his 
broken English, said, My old memory 
is recovering as I see the faces. I am so 
happy to be here. I can’t tell my true 
feelings.” 


Tomibe was civilian commander of 
the camp at Bilibid Prison, and many 
of his Tonner prisoners said he was a 
welcomed relief from the Japanese 
anny commanders who ran the camp 
before Tomibe’s arrival. 
“He was a real improvement,” said 
Mike Shaffer, 50, of Boca Raton, Fla. 
“Tomibe was a real Japanese gen­ 
tleman.” 
Shaffer’s late father was a school 
teacher in The Philippines before the 
war and set up a school in the prison 
after the Japanese occupation. 
Madame Pandit Joins 
Gandhi Opponents 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - Mrs. 
Vijaya Iakshini Pandit, former Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru’s sister 
and one of the best known women in 
India, has joined the campaign to end 
the 11-year rule of her niece, Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 


Mrs. Pandit, who was the first 
woman president of the United Nations 
General Assembly and served as 
ambassador to the United States, the 
Soviet Union and Britain, is 76 and has 
been in retirement for nearly nine 
years. But her stand is likely to be a 
psychological blow to Mrs. Gandhi as 
well as a big boost to the morale of her 
opponents. 


She said she would not run in the 
parliamentary election next month nor 
join any political party formally. But 
she pledged to campaign actively for 
“the human values to which India has 
traditionally ascribed.” 


“It is of the highest importance to 
put an end to the authoritarian trend 
which has grown to vast proportions 
and is destroying cherished values,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Pandit told a news conference 
today that she did not “see a single 
reason” for the state of emergency in 
June 1975, under which Mrs. Gandhi 
suspended civil rights, imposed 
censorship and put her chief political 
opponents in jail. 
She said the “essence of democracy 
is the right to dissent” and that “it was 
shocking to me to see all dissent 
muzzled and those who disagreed with 
the government put in prison.” 
Her news conference was held at the 
home of Jagjivan Ram, who resigned 
as agriculture minister two weeks ago 
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Utility Bill Aid Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Hearings 
get under way in the House on Tuesday 
on a bipartisan bill that could provide 
for 25 per cent reductions in the utility 
bills of Ohio’s elderly citizens-— 
homeowners and renters alike. 
Two Cleveland Democrats and Rep 
William G. Batchelder, R-93 Medina, 
propose to tie the reductions to Ohio’s 
homestead property tax exemption,

In Indiana 


HOLLANDSBURG, Ind. (AP) - 
Four young men — ranging in age 
from 14 to 22 — were found bound and 
shot to death this morning at their 
family’s mobile home near here, police 
said. The victims’ heads were blown 
off, apparently by shotgun blasts, a 
state trooper said. 


The stepmother of three of the 
victims, Mrs. Betty Spencer, 41, was 
wounded, police said. She was listed in 
satisfactory condition at a Terre Haute 
hospital with wounds to the back and 
the back of the head. 


Two persons in a car matching the 
description of the auto believed used 
by the assailants were taken into 
custody on U.S. 36, about IO miles east 
of the murder scene, Indiana State 
Trooper Jim Bell said. No weapons 
were found in the car, and the pair was 
being questioned at the Parke County 
Jail. 
Bell said at least two more men are 
sought. 
The dead were found lined up on the 
laving room floor of the double width 
mobile home, Bell said. Their hands 
were tied behind their backs. 
Bell identified the victims as Ralph

Winter Driving Hints Given 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Digging your car out of the snow and 
ice is only the beginning of the battle 
when it comes to driving during the 
winter. 


Advance preparations and knowing 
what to do in dangerous situations are 
the keys to safety and it pays to review 
some of the basics before you set out. 


The first thing to remember in ice or 
snow is to start slowly. The trick is to 
give the wheels enough power to keep 
below the point where they start 
spinning. Use drive, not low, in an 
automatic shift car; in a stick shift 
car, starting in second or third may 
help. 
Keep the front wheels as straight as 
possible. The rolling resistance of the 


wheels is lessened when they are not 
trying to move sideways. 
If your wheels keep spinning and the 
vehicle doesn’t move, stop and let the 
tires cool before trying again. The 
spinning heats the tires and the heated 
tires will simply dig a deeper rut. 
If nothing works, you can try rocking 
the car out of a rut by shifting from 
reverse to second gear in a car with 
manual transmission or reverse to 
drive in a car with automatic trans­ 
mission. Go as far backward as you 
can, then switch and go forward, 
alternating directions several times. 
Hie few inches you gain each time 
may be enough to get you going. 
Reminder: lf you have a car with an 
automatic transmission, check your 
owners’ manual to see whether you 


will damage the transmission if you 
try the rocking procedure. 
Once you’re moving, keep plenty of 
distance between you and the other 
cars. Loosely packed snow can 
lengthen braking distance at 20 miles 
per hour on dry pavement from 20 feet 
to 60 feet with conventional tires. 
(Even with snow tires, it will take an 
extra 50 feet to stop.) 
Be careful braking. When possible, 
shift to a lower gear to use the braking 
power of the engine rather than the 
brakes themselves. Don’t brake in the 
middle of a curve. 
If you go into a skid, take your foot 
off the brake. If you skid while driving, 
take your foot off the accelerator and 
turn the steering wheel in the direction 
of the skid.

Heart Attacks 
Not Sudden 


The main cause of heart attack is a 
fatty buildup in the arteries that blocks 
the supply of oxygenated blood to the 
heart. 
“About 650,000 Americans will die of 
heart attack this year. Every one of us, 
very young to very old, has some 
amount of fatty buildup,” says Dr. 
Charles R. Hedges, Medical Advisor, 
Pickaway County, Heart Association. 
“It’s called atherosclerosis,” Dr. 
Hedges said, “and although it can start 
early in life, the buildup can be slowed 
by controlling risk factors.” 
Smoking, high blood pressure and a 
diet high in saturated 
fats 
and 
cholesterol are major risk factors in 
heart disease. “Imagine,” said Dr. 
Hedges, “the combination of partly 
clogged arteries, plus constriction 
caused by smoking, with high blood 
pressure straining the artery walls. 
Prevention is tremendously important 
in reducing premature death from 
heart and blood vessel diseases. 
“High blood pressure has been found 
in teenagers,” Dr, Hedges said, “all 
the more reason why regular medical 
checkups should begin at an early age. 
I .ack of exercise and obesity are also 
considered risk factors for heart at­ 
tack 
factors which take their toll 
over the years.” 
Because you may be with someone 
who will have a heart attack someday, 
it is important to recognize the early 
warning signals of heart attack: un­ 
comfortable 
pressure, 
fullness, 
squeezing or pain in the center of the 
chest (which may spread to the 
shoulders, neck or arms) and which 
lasts for more than 2 minutes. Severe 
pain, dizziness, fainting, sweating, 
nausea or shortness of breath may also 
occur. Sharp stabbing twinges of pain 
are usually not signals of a heart at­ 
tack. 
“Just knowing the warning signals 
will save many lives, because prompt 
emergency care can save many of the 
350,000 who die before they reach the 
hospital. Most important is prevention, 
however, and the American Heart 
Association 
has 
prepared 
and 
distributed educational materials on 
both prevention and early warning 
signals,” said Dr. Hedges. 
“Still, it costs money to do these 
things,” Dr. Hedges reminded, “and 
that’s why the volunteers will be 
asking for your money in their 
February Heart Campaign. They’re 
asking 
for 
money 
to 
help 
an 
organization that is in fact fighting for 
your life.” 


Ohio Rural Crime On Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A study of 
crime in rural Ohio shows its on the 
increase with vandalism the most 
frequent. 
'Die researchers found that all types 
of crime in rural areas rose 305 per 
cent from 1965 through 1974. 
That includes only the crim es 
reported to police, and the researchers 
said many other crimes, particularly 
vandalism, are not reported to 
authorities. 
The three-year project was con­ 
ducted by Ohio State University’s 
College of Agriculture with $170,119 
from the I^aw Enforcement Assistance 
Administration. Tile IJCAA released 
the report Sunday. 
The crime increase is gradually 
ending the rural tradition of leaving 
doors unlocked, the report said. 
“This tradition has changed. Sixty 
per cent of rural Ohioans always lock 
the doors to their residences when 
leaving.” And 81 per cent lock the 
doors at night. 
But 17 per cent rarely if ever lock the 
doors when leaving, and ll per cent 
only occassionally lock up at night. 
'The study involved questioning oo» 
rural families in Athens, Hocking,

Talks Slated 
On Cyprus 
P artition 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots have agreed to begin 
negotiations recognizing the par­ 
titioning of Cyprus into Greek and 
Turkish zones and joining them in a 
federation, U.N. SecretaryGeneral 
Kurt Waldheim has announced. 
Waldheim told a news conference 
Sunday that the negotiations will begin 
in Vienna in late March. The an­ 
nouncement was made following a 
dinner Saturday night at which 
Waldheim 
met 
with 
President 
Makarios, the leader of the Greek 
Cypriots, and Rauf Denktash, the 
leader of the Turkish Cypriots. 
“For the first time, we have a 
chance to solve the Cyprus problem,” 
said Waldheim before leaving for 
Vienna. 
The agreement represented a major 
concession by the Greek majority to 
the Turks, who have long demanded 
they be allowed to live in security 
under their own administration. 
In return, Denktash said the Turks 
will return part of northern Cyprus 
now held by Turkish troops who in­ 
vaded the island in 1974 and captured 
about 35 per cent of the island. He did 
not say how the Turks might give up. 
Some 200,000 Greek Cypriots fled 
from the the area taken by the Turks. 
They are demanding to return to their 
homes, but the Turkish Cypriot 
population totals only about 120,000. 
Makarios said his meeting with 
Denktash and Waldheim was a 
positive step, but “the distance to a 
final solution is probably long.” 
Makarios and Denktash met last 
month for the first time in 13 years, 
raising hopes that negotiations on the 
island might begin soon. 
Waldheim said he planned to confer 
in Vienna in a few days with Clark 
Clifford, a .special emissary appointed 
by President Carter to work on the 
Cyprus problem.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Fledgling 
journalists at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania and Temple University are 
cutting class to turn out special city 
editions of their newspapers to try to 
fill a void left by a strike that’s crip­ 
pled Philadelphia's three papers. 
The 
Temple 
News, 
normally 
published four days a week, put out its 
first special edition last Friday. Penn’s 
Daily Pennsylvanian lined up extra 
advertising to pay for the 12,000 extra 
copies to be distributed in the city 
today. 
“We’re skipping classes now. Ifs out 
the window. We feel this is much more 
important,” Dave Mueller, editorial 
assistant for the Temple News, said 
Sunday. 
About 800 editorial and advertising 
members of the Newspaper Guild 
struck the jointly owned Philadelphia 
Inquirer and Daily News last Tuesday 
over wages and benefits, halting 
publication. 
Picketing began at the Evening 
Bulletin 
last 
Thursday 
when 
the 
Wednesday edition of that 
paper 
carried a logotype combining the 
names of all three papers. The Guild 
said it considered the Bulletin the 
same paper as the ones being struck 
because it carried the combination 
logo. The Bulletin has continued to sell 
abbreviated editions from its lobby. 
Mueller said the News would resume 
publishing 13,000 eight-page papers for 
city distribution Tuesday. It also will 
distribute 12,000 copies on campus. 
“Ifs all so new to us. We’re just 
getting our feet wet,” Mueller said. 
“We’re searching for a way to do it 
without missing all our classes. . .” 


Action Eyed 
To Combat 
U.S. Drought 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Momentum 
is building in Congress for some sort of 
major governmental action to deal 
with the problems of continued 
drought in the American West. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, DMinn., 
has urged Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland to order a study of the im­ 
pact of heavy snow and frigid winds in 
the Midwest and East and lack of 
water-producing snowpacks in the 
West. 
At the same time, 20 House members 
from the Northwest, northern Great 
Plains and Rocky Mountain states 
wrote President Carter to urge im­ 
mediate disaster relief plans, full 
assessments of crop damage and of 
power shortages in areas depending on 
water-generated electricity. 
The Fertilizer Institute, meeting in 
Chicago, said this spring could bring a 
“logistical nightmare” to the industry 
and to farmers who need its products, 
because of reduced natural-gas sup­ 
plies and tied-up transportation net­ 
works.

Union 
cautioned its members not to over­ 
react to weather-disrupted markets in 
making their planting and shipping 
decisions and thus hurt themselves on 
prices even more. 
And Rep. Al Baldus, D-Wis., in­ 
troduced legislation that would direct

drought- 
predicting system for the future — a 
weather-monitoring system Bergland 
has already said he hopes to make the 
hallmark of his USDA tenure.

Weigh Station 
Attendants 
Prove 'Sharp' 


EATON, Ohio (A P) — Don’t try any 
funny stuff, truckers, the weigh station 
inspectors around this part of the 
country can “ feel” when you are not 
operating strictly within the law. 
It could be because close to 400.000 
trucks a year roll by only a few feet 
away, but weigh station officials claim 
they have intuitive feelings about the 
big rigs. 
Acting on one of those feelings last 
summer. Bill Hines decided to take a 
closer look at the 1976 Highway Use 
Tax sticker on the window of a truck 
which pulled into his station on 1-70 at 
the Ohio-lndiana border 
It turned out to lie a counterfeit and 
the counterfeiter was fined $100. I,ast 
year about 250 citations were written 
by the Ohio State Highway Patrol for 
HUT violations at the Eaton station. 
“ There’s a lot of ways to dummy the 
highway use tax sticker,” Hines said 
“ We don’t catch them all.” 
Tile primary duty of the stations is to 
weigh trucks to insure they are within 
the legal load limit. But truckers get 
more than that. 
“ You look for everything,” said 
inspector Dick Hurd, who has worked 
at the 1-70 station since it opened in 
1965. “ We look for safety items like 
worn 
tires 
and 
faulty 
exhaust 
systems.” 
I .ast year 352 citations were written 
for overloads. 
In many cases the load is not 
overweight but out of legal balance, a 
condition which a really cagey driver 
can correct in trucks equipped with a 
device for shifting axle position. 
“ A guy’s gotta be really good at it 
and some can fool us,” Hurd said. 
Then there are those drivers who 
drive right past the station without 
bothering to stop. 
“ We call them bypassers and most 
of 
them 
do 
it 
because 
they’re 
daydreaming, not because they’re 
trying to pull something,” Hurd said. 
“ But the state patrol chases them

but nothing prepares you to walk 30 
miles over ice,” said Schalamon about 
their 10-hour trek. “ You’ve just got to 
accept that when you get there, you 
can’t walk.

Forewarned is forearmed - and this 
week’s raid by Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents on a $2 million* 
a-month 
heroin 
manufacturing 
operation in Irvine, California, should 
be warning enought that the deadly 
narcotics trade is very much alive and 
threatenting. 
Only days before the raid on what is 
believed to be the first illegal heroin- 
producing laboratory discovered in the 
United States, I co-sponsored a 
resolution to reauthorize establish­ 
ment of the House Select Committee on 
Narcotics Abuse and Control, which 
was first created in August of last 
year, but whose authority expired with 
the end of the 94th Congress 
This Congress and this select 
committee, if it is reauthorized, must 
show the same diligence and deter­ 
mination in its war against illicit drug 
traffickers as that demonstrated by 
the traffickers themselves. 
It should come as no surprise that 
the California heroin laboratory was 
believed financed by organized crime 
figures from the E7ast Coast. As the 
select committee learned from a trip 
to the “ drug pits" of Harlem last fall, 
the syndicates which peddle narcotics 
don’t let up. 
They don’t worry about the energy 
crisis. They don’t let a natural gas 
shortage in Ohio or anywhere else 
uiterfere with their lethal operations. 
They prey on helpless addicts during 
all seasons of the year. 
And while Congress moves swiftly to 
relieve those victimized by the natural 
gas crisis and searches for long-term 
solutions as well, we must also stay on 
the offensive against drug profiteers 
who claim thousands of victims of 
their own. 
The buyers and pushers of heroin, 
cocaine, and other harmful drugs don’t 
worry about the nation’s high rate of 
unemployment. Theirs is a lucretive, if 
sordid, trade in which they realize a 
maximum amount of profit and, all too 
often, with a minimum amount of risk. 
Increasing that risk factor is part of 
whe job facing the House 
Select 
Committee on Narcotics Abuse and 
Control. We must toughen our laws 
against drug trafficking and maintain 
rigid enforcement, making the risk 
factor so high that it will be unwise, 
unsafe, and unprofitable for those who 
direct illicit narcotic traffic in this 
country, and indeed throughout the 
world. 
The problem is an international one 
Developments abroad have a direct 
bearing on drug trafficking in the 
United States. And the flow of illicit 
drugs across our borders has taken its 
toll on our physical and financial 
resources. 
Drug abuse costs this nation up to $17 
billion annually. As much as half of oui 
street crime is drug-related. Worst of 
all, more than 5,000 Americans, most 
of them young adults, die needlessly 
each year because of drug abuse. 
Halting the illicit drug trade at its 
international sources is the goal of the 
French-U.S. 
Canadian Intergovern­ 
mental Committee for Drug Control. 
Members of the Select Committee met 
in November with members of the 
Inter-governmental Committee to map 
international cooperative strategy to 
combat increased supplies of herioin 
from the Ear East and the growing 
threat of a revival of the old Turkish- 
French Connection heroin trail. 
Other cooperative efforts are also 
paying off. The Mexican Govern­ 
ment's opium eradication program 
last year resulted in the seizure of 
heroin and the destruction of poppy 
fields which would have produced 
some $625 million in U.S. street prices. 
If reauthorized, the Select Com­ 
mittee can continue its investigations 
into international narcotic trafficking, 
enforcement, prevention, narcotics- 
related violations of our tax laws, 
organized crime, drug abuse in our 
Armed 
Forces, 
treatment 
and 
rehabilitation, and the approach of our 
criminal justice system with respect to 
narcotics law violations and crimes 
related to drug abuse. 
Instead of the fragmented approach 
that our government has been taking 
through the seven standing House 
committees, seven Cabinet depart­ 
ments, and 17 different agencies in­ 
volved in some aspect of drug abuse

The energy crisis has college

Taxpayers should make sure that 
the correct Social Security numbers 
are listed on their 1977 tax returns. 
When an incorrect Social Security 
number appears, the processing of the 
return is slowed and any refund due 
could be delayed, the Internal Revenue 
Service said. 
To help avoid this problem, tax­ 
payers should use the peel-off label 
included in the tax package received in 
the mail. This label contains the name, 
address and Social Security number of 
the taxpayer. If the Social Security 
number or other information listed is 
incorrect, the correct

should be written in right on the label, 
according to the IHS. 
lf a taxpayer has had a change in 
name since last year, a local office of 
the Social Security Administration 
should be contacted so that the tax­ 
payer’s new name will correspond to 
his or her Social Security number. 
The Social Security number of both 
husband and wife must be listed on 
joint returns, the IRS said, even for 
couples with only one income source or 
one spouse working.

The things I do not know about dying 
are absolutely stunning. “ For one 
thing, a mausoleum strikes many 
people as a more attractive, clean 
method ot disposition,” What s clean? 
They’re going to sanitize me? Besides, 
I don’t want to be disposed of. Which 
reminds me. I know what she’s mad 
about. The garbage . . . 
“ When you go in that place,” a lady 
says, “ ifs beautiful. They have music. 
It’s a better feeling. You won’t mind 
going there when you have to go.” 
Madame, I mind. I have no plans to 
go anywhere where I am not vertical 
and laughing. If you like the music, 
you go. Ask the condo owner if I can 
get something off the retail price if I 
promise never to listen to the lively 
tunes. 
He says, “ We’ve had many school 
children come in on tours. Their first 
experience with death is pleasant and 
exciting and they’re learning new 
things.” I have a mental oil painting of 
my girls coining home begging, “ Oh, 
daddy, Can I go? Pretty please?” 
When my kids go, it’s going to be’ in 
the calm manner of their old man: 
kicking, biting, clawing. I may even 
refuse to go - whaddya think of that? 
It’s hardly two weeks on old Cape Cod. 
In addition, I am opposed to snob­ 
bery.

Liquor Sales 


Show Drop 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — liquor 
was the only thing that Ohioans didn't 
buy more of last year, according to a 
recent report by the Ohio State Univer­ 
sity Center for Business and Economic 
Research. 
Retail sales for 1976 were higher 
than in any previous year, the report 
states. They were 9 per cent higher 
than 1975. 
The only category in which 1976 sales 
did not show gains over the year before 
was liquor sales.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is there any legal way that I can get 
my husband to stop driving his car? 
He's always getting into some kind of 
accident. I’m scared to death that one 
day he’ll kill someone or himself. He’s 
furious because I won t get into the car 
with him. He’s 77. His legs are full of 
arthritis. 
Mrs. H. R., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
The appalling statistics of more than 
50,000 deaths a year on the highway 
are realistic enough to justify your 
freight. Unfortunately, the legal 
restrictions on drivers before they 
have a major accident are not suf­ 
ficient to take the handicapped driver 
off the road. 


When I say “ handicapped’’ I do not 
refer to those handicapped people who 
are driving cars that are specially 
equipped for their needs. The Bureau 
of Statistics has confirmed that these 
people are the safest and most careful 
drivers on the road. 


The 
handicapped 
drivers 
I 
specifically referred to are those 
whose reflexes are diminished and 
therefore whose ability to manipulate 
steering, braking and acceleration 
must necessarily suffer. Ironically, 
these are often the very people who 
refuse to recognize their physical and 
emotional inadequacies. These are the 
very people who make the automobile 
a lethal weapon that threatens their 
own lives and the lives of those with 
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whom they come in contact. 
Many states now demand rigid 
physical and mental tests in an effort 
to weed out incompetent or unreliable 
drivers. It is shameful how many 
people who have been responsible for 
injury, and even death, are still legally 
permitted to drive their cars. I have 
often said that anyone, at any age, who 
has had a major accident simply 
because they .should not have been 
driving in the first place should be 
permanently barred from getting 
behind the wheel of a car. Anyone who 
once has been convicted of drunken 
driving responsible for death or 
serious injury should, in my opinion, 
have his license revoked. 
Doctors must play a vital role in 
preserving the safety of the com­ 
munity by suggesting that people with 
known impairments should not be 
allowed to drive in the interest of their 
own safety as well as that of others. 
People with known neurological 
disease, those who suffer from sudden 
attacks of dizziness, or people with 
impared vision and deficient hearing, 
arthritic incapacitation of the arms 
and the legs, incomplete recovery 
from strokes, or those who are subject 
to convulsions should not drive a car. 
Many people at the age of 77 are 
excellent drivers. Age alone is not the 
criterion. 
It 
is 
the 
physical 
or 
emotional impairment that should 
determine the right of the individual to 
continue to drive. 
Tax Credit Plan 
Would Help Poor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Single 
persons and couples with gross in­ 
comes above $20,000 a year might face 
an added tax burden under President 
Carter’s plan to replace the personal 
income tax exemption with a tax 
credit. 
The switch to a straight tax credit of 
$240 or $250 per person would aid 
lower-income taxpayers, who now 
draw less benefit from the $750 per 
person tax exemption 
than 
do 
wealthier taxpayers. 
Congressional tax experts say the 
substitution by itself would mean a 
higher tax bill for about 30 million 
taxpayers, while up to 40 million would 
realize a saving. 
However, the White House em­ 
phasized that the credit in lieu of 
exemption would be only one facet of 
the tax revision plan Carter will send 
to Congress later this year. No other 
facet of the plan has been revealed. 
Experts on Capitol Hill predict the 
plan will include an across-the-board 
tax cut or other provisions to reduce 
the number of persons who would pay 
more taxes. 
The tax credit concept picked up 
swift backing in Congress on Friday, 
as the chairmen of both congressional 
committees concerned with tax 


legislation said they favored the plan. 
Senate Finance Committee Chair­ 
man Russell B. Long, DLa., said a 
switch to a tax credit would mean a 
simpler federal tax return and more 
equitable treatment for low-income 
persons. Long said he assumed Carter 
would propose other steps such as an 
across-the-board rate cut. 
House Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore., said 
through an aide, “ I think (a credit) is 
probably the way we’ll go.” Ullman 
noted that taxpayers already receive a 
$35 tax credit. 
That credit, like the tax exemption, 
would be scrapped in favor of a larger 
credit. 
Credits are subtracted directly from 
the bottom line of the tax bill, after all 
other tax computations are worked 
out. A $250tax credit is worth precisely 
$250 in taxes saved for everyone, rich 
or poor. 
In contrast, the tax exemption or 
deduction, used to reduce the amount 
of income subject to taxes, is worth 
more as income rises.

The Law And The Abused Child

What is the legal definition of “ child 
abuse and child neglect?” Where is the 
legal line between parents’ rights to 
discipline 
and a 
child’s right 
to 
humane treatment? 
Since 1963 when the first child abuse 
reporting laws were enacted, they 
have 
been 
almost 
universally 
broadened. Ohio, like many states, has 
recently rewritten and strengthened 
its laws pertaining to child neglect and 
abuse. 
The most notable changes are the 
inclusion of not only physical but 
emotional abuse, an expansion of the 
list of those people required to report 
suspected cases of abuse or neglect, 
the establishment of a separate 
classification for abused children 
under juvenile court law, and the 
permitting of reports to be made 
directly to County Welfare Depart­ 
ments of Children’s Services Boards. 
(Form erly this must be reported to a 
law agency.) 
An abused child is defined as any 
child who is the victim of sexual ac­ 
tivity or is endangered (subjected to a 
substantial risk to health or safety thru 
violation of a duty of care, protection, 
or support, or who is tortured or 
cruelly abused, corporally punished or 
otherwise disciplined or physically 
restrained in a cruel manner or for a 
prolonged period), also a child who 
exhibits evidence of any injury or 
death inflicted other than by ac­ 
cidental means or which is at variance 
with the history given of it. (Injuries

Flood Insurance 
Possibility For 
Fairfield County 


Due to the unusual weather con­ 
ditions this winter, there has been 
much concern about the possibility of 
heavy flooding in Fairfield County this 
spring. 
Many residents of the County have 
inquired in recent weeks about flood 
insurance. It is commonly understood 
that flood damage is not covered in 
traditional homeowner’s policies, but 
the flood insurance is available 
through 
a 
Fed erally subsidized 
program administered by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). In the past, the 
HUD flood insurance has not been 
available in the unincorporated por­ 
tions of Fairfield County. 
Due to unprecedented interest by the 
residents of the County in the problem, 
the Fairfield County Commissioners 
are investigating the possibility of 
obtaining this HUD flood insurance for 
the entire County. It should be em­ 
phasized that the program, offers flood 
insurance at reasonable rates, but also 
necessitates more stringent regulation 
of building activity in flood-prone 
areas. In order to get public input, the 
Commissioners will hold two public 
hearings outlining the program — and 
Fairfield County’s involvement in it. 
These hearings will be held at 7 p.m., 
March 3, 1977, and 9 a.m., March 4, 
1977. Both hearings will be held on the 
third floor of the County Court House. 
All persons concerned about flood 
insurance are urged to attend. 


Gambling Income 
Must Be Reported 


CINCINNATI — Taxpayers must 
report all winnings from gambling as 
income on their tax returns, the 
Internal Revenue Service said. 
For 
tax 
purposes, 
gambling 
activities cover raffles, lotteries, horse 
racing and bingo games. The IR S 
considers cash won as prizes in 
contests 
and 
as 
awards 
from 
employers to be taxable income. 
Noncash prizes such as household 
appliances, 
all-expense 
paid 
vacations, and cars won as prizes or 
donated by em ployers, must be 
included in income at fair market 
value. Taxpayers should report all 
winnings on the Form 1040 under the 
category of “ Other Income,” the IR S 
said. 
If a taxpayer loses money while 
gambling, the taxpayer may deduct 
his or her gambling losses on Schedule 
A of Form 1040, to the extent of 
winnings. For example, a taxpayer 
who loses $200 and wins $150 during the 
tax year may deduct $150 on his or her 
itemized 
deduction 
schedule 
in 
addition to reporting the $150 as 
income. A taxpayer must have records 
to substantiate gambling losses, such 
as racing stubs or lottery tickets, the 
IRS said. 
lf a prize or award is payable at 
some future time, at the option of 
whomever is giving the prize, the 
amount is not taxable as income until 
the taxpayer either receives it, or the 
prize is made available to him or her.

This may date back to Victorian 
thinking, when a child was thought of 
as a miniature adult who deserved the

treatm ent 
adults 
received 
at that tim e. 
Modern 
knowledge of child development 
demands a more humane attitude 
towards all people, big and little. Then, 
too, ifs easier for some people to 
tolerate child abuse than “ get in­ 
volved” in helping improve the quality 
of life.

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Dr. Michael Geron 
Speaks To Nurses 


Family practice medicine was the 
topic presented to the 
Pickaway 
County 
Professional 
Nurses 
Association by Dr. Geron for the 
January meeting at the home of Mrs. 
Virgil Anderson on Mapleview Lane. 


Dr. Geron opened with a short 
history of family practice medicine. 
He briefly covered the change that 
took place in medicine ahold the end of 
W W II, when doctors coming old of 
the military used the G.I. Bill for 
further education into specialties. 


In the early 60*s the trend started to 
swing back to family centered prac­ 
tices. In 1969, the American Academy 
of family practice was formed. To be a 
member, one has to pass a board 
examination. Every 3 years, 150 hours 
of continued education is necessary to 
remain eligible to write this exam. 
Shortly after 
1969. a three year 
residency for family practice was 
started. In 1973, there was a large 
number of doctors coming out of their 
residency to private practice. Dr.

Beer Sales O n Sunday Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Football 
watchers and others who enjoy beer on 
Sunday may be able to run out at 
halftime for another six pack come 
next season. 
The legislature is considering a bill 
that would permit local option elec­ 
tions to determine whether carry-outs 
and other stores should be allowed to 
sell high-powered beer as well as wine 
on the Sabbath 
Some opposition could surface and 
stall the legislation, but it appeared to 
have been well oiled when hearings got 
under way last week in the House State 
Government Committee. 
As liquor bills go, this one is com­ 
paratively mild. It isn’t likely to stir up 
the kind of controversy that boiled in 
1969 when local option for Sunday sale 
of liquor by the drink squeaked 
through the legislature. 
Then, as now, the Cleveland area is 
pushing for what is being billed this 
time as the “ six pack” bill. 
The sponsor, Rep. Patrick A. 
Sweeney, D-6 Cleveland, who co­ 
sponsored the earlier local option 
measure, wound up having to defend 


the old law under questioning by Rep. 
Alan Norris, R-27 Westerville. 
Norris, whose home city is known as 
the birthplace of Prohibition and seeks 
to retain that image, recalled asser­ 
tions on the liquor-by-the-drink bill 
that it would revitalize downtown 
Cleveland. 
“ I haven’t been to Cleveland for four 
or five months, but it still looked the 
same to me,” said Norris, whose vote 
against relaxation of any liquor law is 
always assured 
, 
Sweeney objected, telling Rep. 
Michael Del Bane’s committee that 
three new hotels have been built in 
downtown Cleveland since passage of 
Sunday liquor bill, and that its pop­ 
ularity as a convention site has been 
greatly enhanced. Other committee 
members ventured that the same was 


true in Cincinnati. 
The liquor lobby all testified en­ 
thusiastically in favor of Sweeney’s 
bill, including the Ohio 
licensed 
Beverage Association, the Wholesale 
Beer Association, and the Retail 
Carryout Stores Association. 
Appearing for the latter group was 
John Connors II who, along with 
others, said Ohioans could take their 
six packs or bottles of wine home, 
rather 
than 
consume them 
in 
restaurants and night spots and run 
the risk of driving home tipsy. 
When the earlier law was approved, 
some of the same associations pointed 
out that sales would be permitted only 
in places that sold food, and that the 
potential for adding to the drunk 
driving problem should not be con­ 
sidered as an important factor.

But the court found him negligent for 
not paying more attention to the 
telltale symptoms of drowsiness.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter, .seeking to set a simpler style 
for his presidency, is dispensing with 
traditional fanfares as he greets his 
first foreign head of state, Mexico’s 
President Jose Ixipez Portillo. 
Carter revealed Sunday he has cut 
out some frills for today’s White House 
ceremony marking the start of laopez 
Portillo’s state visit. 
Aides said Carter eliminated the 14 
Army herald trumpeters, who used to 
play fanfares from the White House 
balcony, and the array of flags of the 
states and territories that had made a 
colorful backdrop for South I.awn 
cerem onies. 
He also 
instructed 
military bands not to play two tunes 
traditional at presidential ceremonies. 
“ Obviously we’ll recognize the 
foreign leader in the proper form,” 
Carter told reporters in his hometown 
of Plains, Ga., on Sunday. “But I don’t 
approve of the ‘Ruffles and Flourishes’ 
and Hail to the Chief’ for me.” 
Carter planned to meet with his 
Cabinet prior to the ceremony. 
On Sunday night he conferred with 
U.N. Ambassador Andrew Young, just 
returned from a lOday trip to Africa 
that ended in controversy. 
Young said on Saturday that former 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
“abandoned” the British in arranging 
the Geneva conference on Rhodesia. 
Young said Kissinger put the “burden 
on Britain’s back.” 
Tile president said earlier Sunday 
that he believed Young’s remarks 
were taken out of context and that he 
did not think “Andy said it in a critical 
way.” 
Carter returned to Washington early 
from his weekend visit to Plains in 
order to meet for an hour with Young, 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance and 
national security adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski.

Pat Caddell, 27, Carter’s pollster, 
said the new White House staffers may 
dress less formally than those in 
previous adm inistrations, but the 
Carterites look a lot better than they 
did during the campaign. 
"If anything, people are trying to 
look respectable.

Without taking lus tongue from his 
cheek, he said that it wasn’t until 1906 
when a man named Muth Nilssar 
became world champ that "Thum 
Wrasslin was perfected into the fine 
art that we know it as today.”

Cincinnati Gunman, 
W ife Face Charges 


CINCINNATI (A P ) - A man and his 
former wife, who terrorized eight 
hostages in a Cincinnati home for 
unwed mothers for 15 hours while 
waiting for a reunion with their 
longlost son, are scheduled for 
arraignment today on charges of 
kidnaping. 
Jessie Coulter, 39, and Rita Gibran, 
37, both of Utica, Mich., were arrested 
Saturday after the last of the seven 
women and one man had been freed 
from the x-ray room of the Catherine 
Booth Home. 
“ We are signing one charge each 
against both Coulter and his former 
wife until the case goes to the grand 
jury where all 
witnesses can be 
heard,” said Police LL Dan Cash. 
“ Then, after hearing all the witnesses, 
multiple indictments may be for­ 
thcoming.” 
Many of the hostages were still 
trying Sunday to forget their ordeal 
which began when Coulter and his wife 
walked into the home Friday evening, 
as a sickle cell anemia clinic was just 
ending. 
After producing a shotgun, Coulter 
herded eight hostages into the x-ray 
room and made two of the women 
spread a new rug on the floor where 
the hostages sat in a circle.

Greenwell, administrator of the home, 
said a hostage told her that six of the 
hostages were able to escape when one 
of the hostages grabbed Coulter’s 
shotgun after he had put it down to 
smoke.

Greenwell, that Coulter had 
been smoking marijuana “ all night 


long.”

Miss 
Owens recalled that the gun went off 
when she tried to throw it to another 
prisoner, and a scuffle broke out 
between the hostages and their captor.
